Mr. Mondale and Mr, Vorster

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Scientist in N.Y. Contracts 
Rabies Despite Immunization

ALBANY, ΝΟΥ͂. May 20 (NYT). 
—Jerome <Andrujonis, a State 
Health Department scientist who 
has spent the last five years de- 
veloping an oral rabies vaccine, 
has become the first victim of 
the disease in New York State 
since 1953 and the first victim 
reported in medical literature to 
contract rabies after baving re- 
ceived an effective course of im- 
munization. 

The 34-year-old bacteriologist 
was reported in serious condition 
but semi-conscious. A doctor and 
a veterinarian from the Center 
for Disease Control, the federal 
research center in Atlanta, are 
in Albany studying the case. 

“There is a strong element of 
mystery and concern,” a Health 
Department spokesman said yves- 
terday. 

The mystery lies in how Dr, 
Andrulonis could have contracted 
the disease while presumably 
fully immunized against it. The 
concern lies in the almost in- 
variably fatal prognosis—only one 
U.S. victim of rabies has ever 
recovered—and in the implication 
that previausly accepted stan- 
dards of immunization may not 
be strict enough for persons with 
prolonged exposure to rabies 
virus. 

Got Booster Shots 

Dr. Andrulonis received the 
normal series of anti-rabies shots 
made from duck embryos when he 
began working at the state's 
rabies laboratory eight years ago. 
He received periodic booster 


Truck Carrying 
Nuclear Fuel in 
U.K. Overturns 


LONDON, May 20 fAPI,—A 
truck carrying a 15-ton container 
of naclear fuel, which was being 
shipped to the United States, hit 
three vehicles and overturned on 
a highway oear Winchester in 
southern England yesterday but 
the radioactive material did not 
spill, authorities reported. 

Police said that five persons 
Were injured in the mishap, none 
seriously. 

A second accident involving a 
Buclear fuel container occurred 


᾿ yesterday, 85 miles to the east, 


when a specially designed rail- 
road car derailed in Gillingham, 
Kent. It was empty at the time. 

Police sealed off a mile of the

Bribe Figure Refuses 
To Testify in Japan 

TOKYO, May °0 :Reuters:.— 
The Japanese parliament asked 
the public prosecutor today to 
consider legal action against 
Yoshio Kodame for repeatedly 
refusing to testify before a par- 
liamentary committee probing 
the Lockheed bribes scandal. 

Mr. Kodama, 66, a central 
figure in the affair, refused six 
times to testify on the grounds 
that he was too ill to attend. He 
is reported to have been bed- 
ridden since the scandal broke 
in February last year. 


“There is ereat pressure on 
Yugoslavia from outside to grant 
am ammesty and this pressure 
parallels a renewed confrontation 
in Europe.”

‘Internal Affair’ 


“We are not inclined to take 
part in this campaign, however. 
The question of an amnesty is 
an internal affair and we will 
find a solution on the basis of 
studies now being made.” 


The ‘Yugoslavs traditionally 
have resented interference in 
what they consider their political 
affairs irom either the Western 
democracies or the Moscow bloc, 
from which they separated in 
1948, 


Earlier in the year, Belcrade 
reacted strongly and negatively 
to President Carter's efforts ta 
roake human rights a major in- 
ternational issue. 

The Yugoslavs more recently 
have moderated their comments, 
at least partly to separate them- 
selves from the Soviet bloc states 
which have steadily counterat- 
tacked Mr. Carter's campaign. 

In his remarks. Mr. Tito ap- 
parently was referring to his 
former associate Milovan Dijilas, 
who is barred from leaving the 
country and recently has increas- 
ed his attacks on the Belsrade 
regime. 

Officials in Titograd, Monte- 
negro, recently sent the writer's 
cousin, Vitomir Djilas, to jail for 
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30 months on a charge of spread= 
ing anti-state propaganda. 
Milovan Djilas. whose book 
“The New Class” is an attack on 
modern communism, recently 
wrote in the quarterly British 
magazine, Survey, that “Eastern, 
bureaucratic socialism is in every 
respect inferior to democratic 
capitalism.”

Tne Carter adminisiration has been un- 
‘usually plagued by odd remarks from those 
whose governmental posts imply a crester 
desree of discretion. The recall of Maj. Gen. 
Sixglaub from Korea for suggesting that the 


withdrawai of American troops trom that 
area could lead to war is only the latest— 
Shere have. of course. beer, numerous gaffes 
from Ambassador Andrew Young and even 
Gen. Singlaub’s superior. Gen. Brown, the 
enairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

All of this raises a number of interesting 
pomts—not omitting the central one of the 
validity of Gen. Singlaub’s comments, To 
what extent can persons in government 
service attack the policies of that, service? 
To what extent. and how, can their criticism 
be usec in determining such policies? 

This matter. of course, is particularly vital 
to the armed forces—one can nardly expect 
@ Marin? drill inspector to take advice from 
a boot. and the accumulation of yes men in 
the services \where an extra bar or an ad- 
ditional star can have a very limiting effect 
upon suggestions from below) usually figures 
in postwar studies of military failures. But. 
given the fact that discipline and rank are 
essential parts of a trade that involves risk- 
ing many lives and the very heart of na- 
tional security. the President. as commander 
in chief. is not likely to take kindly to tree 
and publicized advice from uniformed mer, 
even when their uniforms carry as many 
medats and as much eclat as that of a Gen- 
eral MacArthur, 

Much the same is true. if to a less formal 
desree, in the diplomatic services, Why. then, 
has there been so much comment at large 
from both facets of government of late? 

Part of it may be due to Mr. Carter's em- 


phasis on style over substance—free speech, 
when it does not conflict too much with his 
own ideas. has a fine ring, whatever com.~ 
plications may ensue, and part of it un- 
doubtedly comes from the free range of 
comment on governmental policies, from 
Congress. media and public, since the later 
days of the war on Indochina, and the re- 
sentment of former President Nixon's meth- 
ads of coping with it. 

When a nation has done a great deal of 
public washing of dirty linen, it becomes 
something of a habit. and frequently leaves 
much doubt as to just which of the exposed 
linen is really dirty. When shoddy tactics in 
an Italian Christian Democratic party opens 
the way for Communism. or in an Israeli 
Labor party gives an entry to the Likud. 
morality in government becomes involved in 
a fine tangle between individual financial 
matters and public policy. What, for example. 
is the relationship between an illegal bank 
account in Washington and Israeli settle- 
ments on the occupied West Bank? And 
what between the illegal break-in into a 
psychologist's office in California and a 
military incursion into Cambodia? Each event 
complicates the other. 

Consequently. it is necessary to make dis- 
tinetions, to determine. by one set of stan- 
dards, the illegality of one and the ration- 
ality—or irrationality of the other, Autoc- 
racies seldom encounter such problems; 
democracies often do. And they can provide 
acute difficulties for the kind of states which 
are liable to make confusions among various 
forms of offenses against the people. But 
for democracies the satisfaction lies in the 
hope that eventually the confusions can end! 
For totalitarian states that hope does not 
exist. 


SALT and the Mad Momentum 


“There is a kind of mad momentum intrin- 
Sic to the development of all new nuclear 
weaponry. If a weapons system works and 
works well. there 15 strong pressure from 
many directions to procure and deploy the 
weapon...” 

That famous admonition from former De- 
fense Secretary McNamar2 comes to mind 
as the United States and Soviet Union try— 
evidently with some success—to revive the 
deadlocked arms control talks in Geneva. 
For while they ialk. the mad momentum 
persists. 

‘The momentum of technology Itself is ensily 
wnderstood. The madness lies inthe way men 
manage that technology. One side imagines. 
a new and better weapon and proceeds to 
develop it—elther because it promises an 
edge of superiority in the arms race or be- 
cause it looks Uke a valuable “bargaining 
chip” for extracting concessions from the 
other side. The other side, duly alarmed, 
refuses to bargain from a feeling of weak- 
ness. The weapon that was meant to be 
bargained away is actually deployed. The 
other side rushes to catch up. with its own 
“bargaining chips.” And at each stage, 
history shows, there is usually an over- 
reaction. Intelligence about weapons is limit- 
ed: aualysts must assume the worst, in 
striving to catch up against the “worst- 
case” assumptions one side forges ahead. 
until the other responds. 

That is what happened a decade ago when 
the United States began to bargain to pre- 
vent massive deployment of defensive anti- 
ballistic missiles, the ABMs. The bargaining 
enip the United States invented was the 
MIRV. ἃ multiple warhead that gave each 
missile 3 to 12 nuclear bornbs destined for 
Separate targets. It was So designed to 
saturate ABM defenses, But by the time 
further 4BM deployment was finally banned. 
in SALT I agreements, the MIRV had been 
extensively tested, deployed and given other 
missions—too many to permit its recall. The 
Russians were now hastening to produce 
their own. and satellite photos were insuffi- 
cient to verify a ban on MIRVs. 

As so often before, a weapon that was 
designed to increase security eventually 
diminished it, The MIRVs. in fact, threaten 
tno upset the whole concept of arms control 
pecause of the advantages they confer on an 
attacker. Before MIRV. it would have taken 
several qiissiles to destroy an adversary's 
missile in its protected underground silo. 
With approximately equal numbers of mis- 
siles on both sides, an attacker thus could 


not avoid retaliation. As warhead accuracy 
and blasting power increases, one missile 
could potentialiy destroy two or more silos 
and the threat of massive retaliation that 
now deters attacks would be weakened. In 
a crisis, the fear that the other side might 
shoot first could trigger catastrophe. 

To prevent the deployment of substantial 
numbers of counter-silo weapons, by both 
sides, the Carter administration has propos~ 
ed “deep cuts” in strategic forces. But with 
the Soviet Union now deploying large mis~ 
siles, with MIRVs, the United States has 
moved to equip its smaller land-based mils~ 
siles with Mark 12a warheads. which will 
greatly increase their accuracy and their 
blasting power. The new warhead would 
enable ten of these Minuteman HT missiles 
to destroy 20 to 30 Soviet silos, rather than 
six, as now. The administration may see the 
Mark as another of these “bargaining 
chips” to ensure progress In the current 
SALT IT negotiations. But in Moscow's per~ 
ception, they will be'seen as a dangerous first~ 
strike force. ' 

There is little chance of negotiating a 
“comprehensive” missile reduction, as Pres- 
ident Carter proposes, by October, when the 
first SALT agreement on offensive missiles 
expires. A more modest agreement not 
covering this point is the most likely. And 
yet deployment of the Mark 128. warhead’s 
new guidance system 15 scheduled to begin 
in October. Paul Warnke, the arms coatrol 
director, has conceded that just as the United 
States would have been safer without MIRVs 
on either side, it will become still less secure 
once these silo-busters are deployed by both 
sides. 

Once the Mark 12a warhead is deployed. 
its usefulness for bargaining will be lost. ΤΊ 
will alarm the Russians into new exertions 
without in any way making our missiles less 
vulnerable to the Russian silo-busters that 
we fear. There is no imminent danger to 
the totality of American nuclear forces that 
makes this weapon necessary thig year or 
next: Moscow's deployment of MIRV mis- 
siles is less than halfway to the danger 
Point. 

But deployment of the Mark 12a warhead 
could make arms limitation even more dif- 
ficult than it has already become. It should 
be postponed—and soon enough to influence 
the atmosphere of the SALT talks. This 
would not be a unilateral weakening of the 
American defenses. It would be a temporary 
self-denial to strengthen the forces of reason 
against the mad momentum,

After the Israeli Elections

‘ASHINGTON—The reaction to ali his political life, then there cupied territories"—he calls them 


the Israeli election here has 
naturally been a little jumpy, but 
after the first official hiccup, the 
most thoughtful people have be- 
gun to take a more philosophic 
view, 

In the first place, officials 
here recognize that Israel is just 
the first of the free nations to 
face an election this year— 
France. Japan, West Germany, 
Italy, Canada, and several others 
will be rolling the democratic 
dice before Jong. So Washington 
is trying to remember that it is

A Good Thing? 

Some officials im Washington 
think that the rejection of the 
Israel Labor party in favor of 
Menahem Begin and his Likud 
party and other minority groups 
may be a good thing—may force 
Israel and its supporters in the 


United States and elsewhere to . 


face up to the consequences of 
defying the Arab states, the 
United Nations, and even the 
United States, all of whom have 
been insisting that Israel abide 
by Resolutions 242 and 338 of the 
UN, and give up most of the 
territories captured from the Arab 
states in the 1967 war. 

The chances are that Peres, 
Rabin, Allon. and the other 
squabbling Labor leaders lost the 
election on personal and domestic 
issues—having lost the wisdom of 
that wonderful woman, Golda 
Meir, before they fell apart—but 
now Menahem Begin comes to 
power with 2 record of reject~ 
ing the compromises Washington 
insists are mecessary to negotiate 
peace in the Middle East,

Fascinating Analysis in a Bad Play

Loren, May “Ὁ 8Έ8τ7.-- 
David Edgar's “Destiny”. at 
the Aldwych is a fascinating and 
acute analysis of the slow, poi- 
sonous growth of Britain's neo- 
fascists who, for the first time 
since the eatly 1980s, are emerg- 
ing from the political under- 
growth into some sort of visible 
respectability. 

it is eneowraging to sce play- 
wrights trying to comprehend 
social and political realities. 
“Destiny” is not only timely; it 
is well staged and excellently 
acted. . 


Unfortunately, it is not 2 good 
play. Edgar’s political instincts 
Stifle his dramatic imientions. He 
allows his few am- 
biguities or complexities. Too 
often, he manipulates them ico 
obviously for his political pur- 
poses. His attitude, for all its 
wpparent fair-mindedness to his 
characters, is close to a totali- 
tarian one. 

He locates the rise of the Brit~ 
ish far right in the loss of em- 
pire, folowing the fortunes of a 
British Army sergeant returning 
from India and an Indian servant 
who comes to Britam secking 
work and discovers that he can- 
not escape those who treat him

The final words of the play are 
Bitler’s, to the effect that he 
could have been crushed in the 
beginning if his opponents had 
taken fo the streets against bim 
instead of relying on the demo- 
cratic process. And such violent 
confrontation is currently being 
tried by the militant leit against 
Britain’s National Front. the 
leading loval racists. 

Fortunately, Edgar doesn't take 
his own advice and indulge [ἢ 
straightforward  fascist-bashing.

The Meeting approved the Balance Sheet as at Sist December 1976, which showed a net profit of Lit. 7,057,465,896.

{or Lit 60 for each Lit. 500 par value share). 
With regard to activities in Italy, the Balance Sheet showed total deposits of Lit. 11.178 thousand million, foans of 
Lit. 7,487 thousand million and securities in portfolio of Lit. 2.240 thousand million. These figures underscore the 
‘results of a policy that, as in the past, had as its prime objective the extension, on a qualitative basis, of financial 
assistance to the business and Industrial community. 
The Bank's international activities continued at a high level as regards both involvement in foreigh trade and 
operations of branches and representative offices abroad.

Speculations 
on the Evolution of Human Inielligence

MP HERE is ἃ story in Max 
Apple's recent collection, 
“The Ovanging of America,” 


called “The Yogurt of Vasirin 


Kefirovsky.” Kefirovsky is a 
caricature of Immanuel Ve- 
likovszy.

Collision.” he wrote “Worlds in 
Corfusion.” In his old age, he 
eats nothing but yogurt. He is, 
indeed, a priest of yogurt, be- 
lieting it to be the biblical 
Lionna: “What is the Promised 
Land? Mik and honey and 
time. What is yogurt? Milk and 
bacteria and time, Whi did peo- 
ple who lived on manna for 40 
Years want a land of milk and 
honey? Why not a land of 
pomegranates? Why not a land 
of barley and sesame seed and 
olive oil?

ral chassis." consisting of 
spinal cord, hindbrain and mid~- 
brain. “the basic neural machin- 
ery for reproduction and self- 
preservation.” ‘There are three 
“drivers” of the neural chas- 
sis: The R-complex, which grew 
up around the midbrain several 
hundred million years ago, and 
which we share with other 
mammals and reptiles: the lim- 
bic system, which grew up 
around the R-complex about 150 
million years ago, and which we 
don't share with reptiles; and 
the neocortex. which grew up 
around the rest of them several 
tens of millions of years ago, 
and which we share only with 
the higher manuals and other 
primates. 

Brains are interesting because 
they contain more information 
than genes do, (And genes 
contain ἃ lot: In “bits” of in- 
formation, 8 single human 
chromosome “corresponds” to 
4.000 books of 500 pages each, 
300 six-letter words to the pace.) 
Humen brains are particularly 
interesting because they have 
access not only to this “ex- 
tragenetic” knowledge, but also 
to “extrasomatic” knowledge: 
that is, information stored out- 
side our bodies, like writing. We 
look around, we remember. we 
isten and we read. 

While the R-complex, thinking 
its dinosaur thoughts, and the 
limbic system, thinking the 
thoughts of pumas and ground 
sioths, have to be accommodated 
—and Sagen is splendid on the 
uses of sleep und the meaning of 
dreams—the neocortex is what 
culture is all about. The left 
hemisphere specializes in Ian- 
guzse and logic: the right 
hemisphere in intuition and 
spatial construction: both hemi- 
spheres see. hear and smell; 
and the corpus callosum me- 
diates. We've heard a lot of 
moystagogical yonsense recently 
about the superiority of the right 
hemusphete—yes, it discerns pat- 


. terns, but so do paranoids— and 


Sazan performs a public service 
in explaining how both sides 
have to get together, The 
corpus callosum is a sort of 
Theodore Kheel, the New York 
union-management so-between. 
The neocorter, then. makes 
culture. And culture. according 
to Sagan, is the only way to 
evolve for our foreseeable fu- 
ture. which means a partnership 
with machines, especially com- 
puters, and enrichment of the 
learning environments of our 
children during thelr prolonged 
dependency.

The Dash to Bourget Airport 50 Years Ago 


Ps | (IHT).—In the pages 
of the Paris Herald, 2s this 
newspaper was then called, 
the month of May, 1927, began 


finitely touching today. “Beren- 
garia to Arrive Today With Many 
Notables Aboard.” “American 
Plays Polo Ἐπ Vienna.” There 
were ads for many tea-rooms 
and for Josephine Baker's cab- 
afet, “where amusemené reigns 
supreme.” As usual, there was 
ἃ social column in French and 
Sparrow Robertson's Sporting 
Gossip, The big stories were 
the Suyder-Gray murder and 
Pola Negri’s wedding plans. On 
May 3, ἃ reader wrote τὸ in- 
quire where in Paris a nighi- 
ingale might be heard. 

By May 4, there were inti- 
mations of what would be the 
preoccupation of the month 
and the story of the year: 
“Bellanca May Start for Paris 
Tomorrow,” ran 2 headline 
over a story stating that 2 
Bellanca monoplane piloted by 
Lloyd W. Bertaud and Clarence 
BD. Chamberlin would be the 
first off in the great trans- 
atlantic air race. 

The Bellanca never got off 
at 41. But on May 8, flying 
from Paris, the Prench pilots 
and war heroes Charles M. 
Nungesser (motto: A stout heart 
does not fear death) ang Fran- 
gois CoH took off in their 
Levasseur sea biplane named 
Oiseau Blanc ‘White Bird), 
The Herald gave them 2 banner 
send-off and the victory of the 
two men seemed certain.

On May 12. the Herald, having 
some spelling problems, noted, 
“Lindburg on Way to New York 
for Ocean Hop.” By the next 
day the young pilot's plans 
Seemed so bizarre that it be- 
came worthwhile to give some 
Getzi] and to spell his name 
right.
